In Netherlands Is 
Subject of Talk 


Dr. M. J. Hoffman 'Jells 


of Experience Abroad 


in 
Lecture 
at 


Local Church 


Dr. Milton J. Jloffman, professor 


of church history at New Bruns- 
wick. Seminary, recently returned 
from » Federal Council tour of the 
Netherlands (is a representative of 
the Reformed Church in America, 
spoke before a capacity audience 
Tuesday 
evening at 
the Fair 


Street Reformed Church telling of 
his personal experiences and of the 
utter destruction 'of 'the country 
under Nazi occupation. Dr. Hoff- 
man brought to the people 
the 


story of the Dutch people and the 
DUtch church during the years of 
war and occupation and told of the 
magnificent spirit of the people of 
the country today to rise again to 
their former position. 


Following the talk in the church 


there was a further discussion in 
the parish room of 
the 
church 


where motion pictures and slides, 
taken 
by 
Dr. 
Hoffman, 
were 


shown indicating the terrible de- 
struction of property during the 
Nazi occupation. In 1932 Dr. Hoff- 
man visited Holland and took pic- 
tures of many of the church edi- 
fices, government buildings and 
Industrial plants and on his tour 
this summer 
he 
again 
visited 


many of these same towns, taking 
pictures of the destroyed churches, 
homes and other buildings. In con- 
trasting manner 
these 
pictures 


were shown, bringing a visual 
comparison of the situation. 


What Hollanders Keed 


During his talk Dr.' 
Hoffman 


spoke of the need of the people of 
Holland for both food and cloth- 
ing to carry them through the 
coming winter. Over 400,000 acres 
of the most fertile land of Holland 
lies under -15 to 20 feet of water 
as a result of the 
blasting 
of 


dykes. Much of this destruction 
of dykes came as late as last April 
after Germany knew the war xvas 
lost. Still they wantomly destroyed 
the dykes and flooded farm lands 
which had absolutely no military 
value. This flooded section repre- 
sents about 6 per cent of the coun- 
try's best farm land. 


Holland is a . "have not nation" 


so far as iron, steel, oil or copper 
is concerned and depends largely 
on its textile and agricultural in- 
dustry. 
At the close of the war 


the 5,000 miles of canals, were 
practically useless, all canal boats 
having been taken to Germany. 
There -was scarcely a mile of rail- 
road operating on V-E Day and 
lack of transportation brou.eht 
hunger to the country. Last win- 
ter hunger in the Netherlands was 
great, mostly in the cities where 
it was impossible to bring supplies 
because of the lack of transporta- 
tion. Hundreds died of starvation 
and tuberculosis runs high. In 
the country districts Dr. Hoffman 
said conditions were not quite so 
bad, since the* rural people re- 
tained food supplies by hiding it 
from the enemy. 


During last winter people of 


Holland ate potato peelings which 
sold for as high as 80 cents a 
pound. Before the war Holland 
exported 110.000.000 tuliD hulbs to 
the United States. Durinir the 
war years the people of Holland 
ate millions of tulip bulbs to keep 
from starvation. 


Excenlve Hirdshipi 


While Holland suffered 
prac- 


tically five years of occupation 
from May 1940 to V-E Day 
laboration with the Nazi 


col- 
was 


very low. despite the offering of 
double rations and other induce- 
ments to join the Nazi cause. Dr. 
Hoffman speaking of Ihe suffer- 
ing of tlie people of Holland said 
"tiie war hasn't as much as 
brushed our sleeve" as compared 
to the hardships of the people of 
Holland. From 
last 
December 


until May conditions in Holland 


the 
the 


were as bad as anythinc. on 
western front. There was 
Gestapo operating in the Dutch 
homes spyinc on the people, re- 
moval of thousands of Dutchmen 
for slave labor, destruction by the 
Germans and Ihe constant bomb- 
ing. During the war whole cities 
were wiped out and farm 
lands 


Hooded, much of it without 
any 


militarv significance. 
Slave labor took 450,000 young 


Dutchmen to Germany for work 
n German plants. All Dutch in- 
dustry was taken over for Ger- 
man production and despite aii 
manner of sabotage by the Dutch-1 
men much produclipn went lo Gcr- j 
many. Thij condition did some- 


thing not. only physically "but 
something to the soul of the Dutch 
people," s«ld the speaker. Every 
movement of the Jjcoplc, every 
word spoken was spied on anc 
many were sent to .concentration 
camps for Ihelr talk. Dr. Hoffmai 
said that (here, should not be 
gained the idea that all Dutchmen 
were the same.' Because, of' neces- 
sity in. order to'live-the Dutch 
stole, lied and cheated their con- 
querors and with'lyirig «hd steal- 
ing a virtue for live years, St would 
be impossible to change this condi- 
tion-over night. In this work h< 
spoke of the power of the Chris- 
tian church and the efforts-pi th( 
Dutch-, to overcome and,.'rebuild 
the country.

He said the first German 
troops of the trained German 
army were not ruthless like the 
Hitler Youth which later came to 
replace the regular German troops 
when they were called back to 
defend Germany or fight, in Africa 
when the Allies began lo inflict 
reverses on German troops. He 
said the brutality and act of the 
Hitler Youth and the Gestapo was 
unspeakable. 


Officer Touched 


One incident was cited where a 


German officer on a search of a 
Dutch home for slave labor came 
across a three year old boy. Later 
that night he returned ami asked 
permission to see the lad and hold 
him on his lap, saying the boy 
was about the age of his own son 
whom he had never seen. All Ger- 
mans were not brutes, said the 
speaker, and he said when the 
German officer left the home he 
was in tears as he thought of his 
own child at home. 


Black market conditions were 


bad in Holland. A single cigaretle 
sold for 38 cents and a piece of 
toilet soap sold for as much as 510. 
At the close of the,war the Dutch 
took a heroic stand. The war cab- 
inet was dissolved by resignation 
when the Queen returned and .a 
new cabinet composed of men who 
had served the country in the re- 
sistance 
movement, 
many, of 


whom had been in concentration 
camps, was named.

the 


money, were afraid to turn in their 
vast ill-gotten money .for fear of 
a check up by' government agen- 
cies nnd much of this black mar- 
ket profit will never be converted 
to the new money. It became use- 
less after tlie date on which all 
>var money was called in. 


Collaboration among the Dutch 


was less than one per cent but 
there are still some 80,000 Dutch- 
men in concentration camps for

These persons now present a prob. 
lem to the Dutch government.

This demonstration, the health

The medical and den- 
tal societies are supporting the 
study.

Under the Red Cross Charter, and under 


Army and Navy regulations, the American 
Red Cross furnishes volunteer aid to the sick 
and wounded of the armed forces and acts 
in matters of voluntary relief; and as a 
medium of communication between people of 
the United Slates and their Army and Navy. 
Every chapter shares in these responsibili- 
ties, and by providing Home Service, partici- 
pates in the program of service to the armed 
forces and veterans. 


Home Service is a program of family serv- 


ice through which the American Red Cross 
In communities carries out its primary re- 
sponsibility to service men and veterans and 
their dependents. The Red Cross continues 
the program of service extended to members 
of the armed forces and their dependents, 
and makes its service available to veterans 
and their dependents during their transition 
from military service to civilian life, at the 
same time it recognizes that the needs of 
.veterans and their dependents are the re- 
|sponsibility of the entire community and that 
'the best interests of the veteran and his de- 
.penderits and the community are served 
when the veteran, as soon as possible, as- 
«umes fully the status of a civilian. Home 
•Service carries out its responsibility through 
:the following functions: 
: .Consultation and guidance,.,financial as- 
Distance on the basis of need for basic main- 
.'te'nance during a temporary period pending 
:the first receipt of family allowance, allot- 
ilncnt, or officer's pay, and during periods 
.when such payments as may be due are 
jdelayed or interrupted. During this period 
.Home Service will assume responsibility foi 
meeting special needs, cither by referral to 
jother local resources or by the use of chap 
:ter funds.. 


; Red Cross assists service men in present- 
Ing applications for family allowances, allot- 
ment or other government benefits, and as- 
•ists with communications between service 
imen and their families when normal means 
•of communication are not available, or when 
.an .emergency justifies the use of specia 
facilities, or when the situation is one in 
which a personal visit or interview by the 
Red Cross is needed. This same service ap 
plies to women serving the armed forces 
During the past month the Ulster Count} 
Chapter handled 705 Home Service cases. 


The Production Corps, the first called upon 


to undertake an accelerated program in 
World War II, is still accomplishing excellent 
.work. During the month of October, 14:. 
knitted garments were completed and 
2117 


sewed garments, including 63 layettes. There 
is still much to be done for foreign relief and 
for those who are hospitalized, and the chap 
ter feels sure that the faithful volunteers will 
stand by in the future as they have in the 
past. 


In connection with Home Service and Pro- 


duction, the Motor Cor|B is invaluable. The 
members arc always most gracious in their 
attitude to serve by driving investigators to 
outlying sections to ascertain the home con- 
ditioas in families, and many times by con- 
veying production work to and from definite 
places, by driving palienls to clinics, and 
o.'len times bringing patients from Veteran 
Hospitals Jo entertainments here and relum- 
ing them. During the past month Hie Motor 
Corps has made 50 visits, covering 3S5 miles 
and giving 65 hours.

A NATIONAL INVENTORY 


StartllnK Is Ilic only word that can describe 


Bernard Baruch's query: 


"What arc our present debts? These must be 


divided Into what the public holds In bonds which 
li more or less a demand debt, and what is owed 
to others. Also, how much further do we have to 
go In debt to pay for war contracts terminated 
with the Roods delivered and contracts still to run? 
How much will we have to raise for Brctton 
Woods, U.N.R.R.A., and foreign loans ol every 
typcl" 
' 
This country has become the reservoir of liquid 


capital for all the world and apparent'ly no one 
knows accurately how much has already flowed 
out and how much we arc commuted to continue 
to permit to flow. Jn a word, we arc pro/licately 
giving away the accumulation of 300 years of 
human industry. On one day we read that we arc 
going to lend Great Britain 54,000,000,000 on their 
terms, Rlvc U.N.R.R.A. 5550,000,000 to 
be spent 


mostly In Russian territory—In that part of Russia 
which is the richest Kraln-growlnR'areu of Europe 
—and then we arc told that we arc bulldinc an air- 
field In Saudi Arabia between 54,000,000 and $G,- 
000,000 to be Riven the Arabs as a gift. These 
items leak out in the news, trickle by trickle. 


Where is the balance sheet? It has still to be 


composed not only in our interest but in the in- 
terest of our debtors and dependents, for if we 
come to the Iwttom dollar, they who calculate 
their future on our riches will find themselves even 
more bankrupt than they are now when we arc un- 
able to provide handouts further. 


This, Mr. liaruch made so clear-In his letter to 


Congressman Albert Gore, when he said: 


"if we promise Joans to foreigners, the money 


wilt be useless i£ they cannot buy tim goods from 
our production here. Such demands will further 
inilation temporarily because they aggravate de- 
mands here. There is no use giving foreigners 
credit tor our citizens greater buying power 
through increased wages and decreased taxes) un- 
less we are willing to establish priorities which 
will ration our production where we want it to go 
until production Increases." 


There is the further danger that our wealth is 


being syphoned off with the object of.forging tools 
lo cut our throat. Few countries have ever been 
so eleemosynary as to provide the wherewithal for 
their own destruction. I shall never forget how 
the Municipal Building in the International Settle- 
ment, in Shanghai could-not be completed during 
the last war because the goods could not be pur- 
chased in England, although all of it could have 
been obtained in the United Stales or Japan. The 
British were wisely looking after themselves lust 
as when a commercial firm borrowed from a Brii- 
ish bank, It was expected to buy British insurance 
and shipping which shows that.the British possess 
oodles of common sense while we flounder aboutgn 
a sea of good intentions and pious exclamations. 
Mr. Baruch puts this same idea in this succinct 
paragraph: 


"We must be careful, when we give aid lo othe 


countries, that this aid is not used to national! 
their industry against us, lo destroy our own com 
pctitivc system which. I think, should be preserved 
England, Czechoslovakia. France and other coin 
tries arc nationalizing or are about to nationaliz 
their industries. Russia has totalized herself—on 
buyer and one seller—and is totalizing all coun 
tries coming under her aegis." 
'. 


During the past seven years we have been de 


straying our substance while others have been con 
serving. Where do we stand with regard to iron 
copper, petroleum, zinc, wood, molybdenum, etc. 
I am told that.the Mcsabi Range is reaching i 
bottom. If we have used up our best iron reserve 
the cost of this war is unbelievably high. 
• I read in some obscure corner the other da 
that someone said—I do not recall who—that «• 
have no time to take the inventory that Mi 
Baruch proposes. It seems to me we have no Mm 
for anything else. How can we go on spending an 
Riving and wasting if we do not know what 
possess ?

EVAPORATED MILK 


For years it has been known that it is frcsl 


clean milk that is the biggest factor in saving the 
lives of infants. Many can recall the days when ho 
weather caused the death of so many children lira 
mothers were in n constant state of fear until "tin 
second summer" was over. lor this reason it is no 
hard to understand why the request of donations 
for a milk fund, anywhere to everywhere, is me 
»y a generous response. 


As it is not always possible to obtain fresh milk 


or, if obtained, to transport it so that it will be 
safe when used, the fact that evaporated milk cai 
lake the place of fresh milk comes as n great booi 
to babies nml mothers. 


In the Journal of Pediatrics (children's diseases! 
Drs. Teresa F. Khoatis, M. Hapopori. Ruth Kenned} 
and J. Stokes. Jr., report the results of the use o 
evaporated milk in .1 group of white and negro 
children who received evaporated milk 35 Jhc sole 
milk supply from birth through 5 years of age. The 
children were from low income families and were 
observed at jicriodic visits lo (he clinic of the Chil- 
dren's Hospital ol Philadelphia. Except lor Ihc 
evaporated milk and extra viiamins supplied by the 
hospital, the rest of the foc<l was the usual or cus- 
tomary home <iicl. .

One of the big attractions In the 


years at- the turn of the century 
before the movies became popular 
were the annual visits of the medi- 
cine shows during the summer 
months. The shows would pitch 
their tents on a vacant lot, and 
spend at least a week in the 
city.

There was 
always a "doctor1' with the show 
and he had a ready flow of lan- 
guage, and dispensed the medicines 
to a willing audience.

The "doctor" 
would douse his hands in water 
and then take the soap in his wet 
Hands and make a healthy lather. 


"Now" he would say "watch 


closely for this is the best part of 
this soap." and he would rub his 
hands together until the lather 
disappeared. "Sec" he would lay, 
"the lather has been absorbed in 
the pores of the hand, and now all 
you have to do when you get up 
in the morning is to place your 
hands in water and start rubbing 
them, and the lather will reappear. 
"This is a big saving in soap." 


Whether it was his oratory or 


the soap itself, but the sale was 
always large. In between the sales 
talks would IK acts of vaudeville. 
and the evening always wound up 
with the presentation of a one act 
farce. 


We boys would always remem- 


ber these fnrces, and in the months 
when there would be no medicine 
show we would assemble in the old 
tarn and give our own minstrel 
show, and wind U up with a pre- 
sentation of the last one-act farce 
we had witnessed. 


We also sold "medicine." We 


ivould set n stick of licorice at the 
:lrug store and make 
licorice 


water, which we would bottle and 
<cll for as many pennies as the 
trallic would bear.

Others noted, however, that 


even the rather handsome Jeffries 
margin may have been due to his 
organized A.F.L. support, due in 
turn to A.F.L.-C.I.O. jurisdictional 
disputes. The same cautious ob- 
servers may have noted that one 
of three U.A.W.-C.I.O. candidates 
was elected to Detroit's city coun- 
cil. Most disturbing aspect of the 
contest is that voters in one ol 
[he nation's' largest cities should 
be reduced to choosing their chief 
executive solely on the basis of 
their like or dislike of the policies 
of one of the nation's largest labor 
organizations—apart 
from rele- 


vantly municipal issues, and'with- 
out even the suggestion of a tradi- 
ional party label on either side. 
In New York, where Tom Dewey 


continues to indicate that he can't 
bat or field a whole lot better on 
he home lot than on the road, 
William O'Dwyer,', comparatively 
clean-cut as Tammany men go, 
won the mayor's desk as expected. 
Although supported, of course, by 
he Communist-dominated Ameri- 
can Labor Party. O'Dwycr's mar- 
gin was decisive this lime without 
counting 
A.L.P. 
votes. 
That's 


about the only "credit" Dewey can 
claim in the whole affair. It" hap- 
pened lhat way because so few 
could get excited over Dewey's 
comparatively obscure man. Judge 
Jonah J. Goldstein, life-lout Demo- 
crat who ran both as * Republican 
and Liberal (right wing ot the 
American Labor Party). It waj 
neither Jhc first time that Dewey 
has supported * life-long Demo- 
crat, nor the Erst time that one 
has Hopped as * Republican candi- 
date. 


One writer reported that "one 


theory «•« ihat the G.O.P. catai-1 
nod it has littJe chance to defeat 
Mr. O'Pwycr in any cat*, but. by 


running Judge Goldstein, there 
might be a swing of Jewish votes 
to the Republican banner which 
would help Mr. Dewey next year." 
In.any event, it didn't help Mr. 
Dewey this year. The Democrats 
and the Communists nabbed 57 
per cent of the vote for O'Dwyer; 
Newbold Morris, rather accurately 
dubbed "No Deal" candidate, col- 
lected 21 per cent from the fol- 
lowers of dirty-mouthed retiring 
LaGuardia, 
and Dewey's 
man 


Goldstein counted on his fingers 
the 22 per cent he received from 
Republicans and the right-wing of 
the American Labor Party. Fine 
choice to palm off on intelligent 
New York voters! 


Equally insignificant were other 


results. In Connecticut's two larg- 
est cities, New Haven Republicans 
broke a 14-year Democratic hold 
on the mayor's cilice, and the 
Hartford G.O.P. repeated its 1943 
victory. Yet only a year-ago, the 
same state picked Brien McMahon, 
native 42-year-old internationalist, 
to succeed John Dannaher, one of 
the 
decade's 
ablest 
senators. 


Bridgeport 
elected a 
Socialist 


mayor, but it was the seventh 
straight time. 


Only opposition to Jim Curley 


and the New Deal's Boston ma- 
chine 'were five registered Demo- 
crats. Democratic machines re- 
tained control of Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh, .too. 


Sixty per cent of a light vote 


kept Akron Republican, Buffalo 
elected its first Republican mayor 
in 12 years, but G.O.P. victory- 
there and in Syracuse was off-set 
by Democratic gains elsewhere in 
traditionally Republican upstate 
New York. 
• On the heels of Kentucky's re- 
cent election of Republican Gover- 
nor Willis came the neck-and-ncck 
Louisville race: Rut the G.O.P. 
candidate was fresh out of service, 
and the Democrat refused to say 
"booh" on the hottest issue in 
Louisville: city purchase of the 
gas and electric utilities. Further- 
more. Willis wasn't even 
per- 


mitted in Louisville to speak for 
iis party. He's frowned on for 
keeping Democrats in office, and 
even accused of making deals with 
them to facilitate his own election. 


A Republican congressman was 


elected in the Illinois 24th. where 
no Democrat even chose to run.

"In our internal policies each 


vill follow the course decided by 
.he peoples' will. You will see us 
(Britain) embarking on projects of 
nationalization * * * we shall -be 
forking out a planned economy. 
You, 
it may be, will continue in 


•our more individualistic methods. 
.t is more important lhat we 
should understand each other and 
other nalions whose inslilulions 


differ from our own. It Is esscn 
tlal if we arc to build up a peace 
ful world that we should have thi 
widest toleration, recognizing lha 
our aim. is not uniformity bu 
unity in diversity. It would be i 
dull world if we were all alike." 


That's a, thesis which scckcn 


ifter peace can support. It means 
lhat America and any other na 
lions which wish to pursue a policy 
of individual enterprise can do so 
and still lie able to cooperate with 
Muntries which prefer national!™ 
.ion and perhaps regimentation o 
he individual. A nation docsn' 
lave to accept or even endorse the 
mlltical Ism of another country in 
order to be friendly. 


The decision to create a joint 


Anglo-American 
committee 
to 


study the Jewish question, both in 
Juropc and in Palestine, will bring 
itcrally cold comfort to the hos 
of homeless Jewish refugees who 
arc facing the tragedies of winter 
on the continent. However, it's im 
wrtant that the wheels are turn 
ng towards a decision. British 
"orcign Minister Bevin said yes 
erday that both England and the 
United Slates favor an Interim 
settlement of the question pcnd 
ng the submission of a proposec 
lermancnt solution to the-Unitec 
Nations Organization. It Is, o 
course, a matter which concerns 
the world as a whole. Mr. Bcvin 
made one remark whicli may sur 
irisc some folk,.and it was this: 


"We (Britain) never undertook 


to establish a Jewish state. We 
lid undertake to establish A Jew 
sh home and that we must fulfill.' 
It is true that the Balfour 


Declaration of 1917 promised a 
'national, home" and specifically 
stated that it should be "clearly 
understood that nothing shall bo 
done which may prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of exist 
ng non-Jewish communities in 
^alcstine." But with passing time 
he idea has grown in many minds 
hat a Jewish "state" was contcm 
ilated—a point which may have 
to be ironed out in due course. ,
